chitis, two from convulsions, three 
from paralysis and two from pneu- 
monia. Total deaths 21. Premature 
and still-born 3, rate 13 per year.

the Paris peace papers the president 
sent a brief message saying that he 
transmitted them in accordance with 
the resolution. The reading consumed 
the entire executive session, lasting 
from 2 to 5:30 p, m. 


The principal Interest among the 


senators attached to the president's in- 
structions to insist upon the cession of 
the island of Luzon, and after that in 
.the decision to take the entire group 
of islands. This latter development 
appeared from the correspondence to 
be a growth, and the suggestion was 
made by the commissioners to the pres- 
ident as the result of occurrences at 
Paris after the arrival there of..the 
commissioners. In his dispatch, con- 
cerning Luzon/ he said there was but 
one alternative: 
The United States 


must either take the island and assume 
sovereignty or return it to Spain, and 
of the two courses he preferred the 
former. The president does not appear

An'Interesting Talk at the Second 


Presbyterian Church 


Yesterday Afternoon—A Remarkable 
Advancement in Knowledge Along 


This Line of Scientific Research. ' 


The second of the scries of lectures 


at the First Presbyterian church for 
the 'benefit of; the free reading room 
took place Monday afterooon, there 
being a good audience present. 


Dr. Arthur Moore delivered a lec- 


ture on "germs." He spoke sub- 
stantially, as follows: 


"During the last fifty years many 


scientific investigations 
have been 


made in the realms of medicine. 
But 


when 
results are considered, 
per- 


haps, none can be found to be of 
greater importance than the 
discov- 


ery 
of germs. 
Studies upon thia 


subject were begun as far back as the 
year 
S4& or '50 of the present century, 


but it was not until in the early SO's, 
after Frof. Robert Koch, of Berlin, 
by means of the microscope, found 
the true cause of consumption and of 
cholera that the germ theory became 
generally accepted by the medical 
profession. 


'Today'it would be difficult te find 


a practicing physician who is not a 
firm believer in tbe germ origin of 
many of the diseases. 


"What an interesting field of work! 
What pleasure and what revelations 


have the microscope furnished the 
disciples of Aesculapius. 


"Prof. Welch, of the John 
Hop- 


kin's university of medicine of Balti- 
more, who has given this subject 
special attention, has found over one 
hundred varieties of bacteria exist- 
ing on the surface of the human 
body. 
Of these forma many are per- 


fectly harmless, while others are pro- 
ductive of .very serious trouble. Now, 
as to the principal ^diseases produced 
by germs. These are malaria, tuber- 
culosis or consumption, typhoid fever 
tetanas- 
or ^lock-jaw, 
diphtheria, 


cholera, grippe, blood-poisoning and 
'the bubonic, plague which was so 
prevalent in'India during 1897. 


"These microbes are exceedingly 


small, most of them not more than a 
quarter of an inch in length, 
after 


being magnified seven or -eight hun- 
dred diameter^. 


"The 
malaria germs furnish a var- 


ied series of beautiful' microscopical 
pictures. Here are to be seen spirals, 
dumb-bells, crescents 
and daisies. 


These bacteria are found in the blood 
and attain their highest development 
just before the malarial chill. 
They 


are rapidly destroyed ty heavy doses 
of quinine. Their bad effect on the 
patient is ^due to their 
destructive 


action on the red corpuscles of the 
blood. 
The mode of entrance 
into 


the body is by way of the lungs and 
by the bites of the moisquito when 
he presents his bill during the sum 
mer and 
autumn 
months. Their 


growth outside of the body take 
place in marshes, swamps and the 
newly turned soil; it is always fa 
ovred by heat and mosture. Hence 
its prevalence in the South. 
It 


'checked by cold. 


"The bacteria of consumption exist 


almost exclusively in the expectora 
tion from the lungs of persons affected 
with the disease. Thus at once will 
be seen the great importance 
having such receptacles for this mat- 
ter that can be burned, thus effect 
ually destroying the cause of the dis 
ease. If this is not done the germs 
become disseminated in the air after 
drying and are taken into the lungs 
of other individuals who will later 
fall victims to this deadly malady. 
For this reason the street car com- 
panies in many of the large cities 
have adopted rules prohibiting spit- 
ting on the floors of the cars. 


"In such diseases as consumption 


and blood-poisoning it is 
not the 


germs, but the poison produced by 
the germs. 
The discovery of germs 


has almost revolutioaixed surgery, as 
since the discovery of germs we know 
how to cope with.the evil. As a re- 
sult we have been much more success- 
ful than could have been possible 
previous to this discovery. Impure 
water and milk produce about ninety 
per cent, of typhoid, fever."
